When  lam  around  the  military 
1  expect  to  hear  a  lot  of  theologi¬ 
cal  terms  in  the  talk.  I  do  not, 
however,  expect  It  to  be  theologi¬ 
cally  arranged.  For  example,  I  an¬ 
ticipate  ’.hat  the  name  of  God  will 
be  used  often,  but  not  in  ways  ap¬ 
proved  by  churchmen. 

It  was  a  bit  of  surprise,  therefore 
when  I  walked  into  the  Military 
Air  Transport  Service  Terminal  in 
Washington  last  week,  to  hear  the 
phrase  “God  be  with  you"  repeated 
over  and  over.  The  occasion  was 
the  departure  of  a  plane  load  of 
chaplain  brass  to  the  Tar  East  for 
l>re Easter  and  Passover  services. 

A  handful  of  lucky  civilians  were 
invited  to  go  along.  Dr.  Manning 
Potts,  of  Nashville,  editor  of  The 
Upper  Room,  and  I  were  the  only 
ones  in  the  party  from  south  of 
the  Ms  son- Dixon  line.  The  others 
were  chaplains  and  ex-chaplains 
who  head  the  chaplaincy  section  of 
the  various  denominations.  Thus 
they  were  mainly  residents  of 
Washington  and  New  York. 

Dr.  Potts  and  I,  like  two  good 
Southerners,  promptly  Joined  forces 
with  at  least  one  of  us  feeling  that 
hr  had  found  one  spiritual  brother 
aboard. 

As  we  settled  Into  our  seats  well 
forward  in  the  plane.  Dr.  Potts  re¬ 
marked.  "Did  you  ever  hear  so 
much  religious  talk  in  your  life?” 
I  replied  ,“A  session  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  was  never 
like  this.  There  is  more  open  piety 
here  without  its  having  a  hollow,

When  their  Jewish  aunt  claimed 
them,  dip  Catholic  operator  of  the 
nursery  school  refused  to  glee 
them  up.  The  school  operator  had 
them  baptized  aa  Catholics  dar¬ 
ing  the  long  court  fight  over  their 
custody,  which  was  won  by  the 
aunt. 

But  when  the  legal  question  was 
settled,  the  boys  disappeared.  Po¬ 
lice  traced  them  through  several 
Catholic  schools  before  learning 
that  they  had  been  smuggled  Into 
Spain. 

Four  priests,  a  nun  and  five  lay¬ 
men  were  arrested  in  the  boys'  dis¬ 
appearance. 

These  sources,  like  Francois  Mash 
rise,  noted  Catholic  author,  argue 
that  the  boys  should  not  be  re¬ 
turned  to  their  Jewish  aunt  against 
their  will,  even  though  their  bap¬ 
tism,  without  the  authorisation  to 
parrots  or  guardians,  violated  Cath¬ 
olic  canon  law.

Paul  and  Barnabas  had  a  fine 
chance  to  he  popular  by  acquiesc¬ 
ing  in  what  the  priest  ef  Jupiter ' 
was  about  to  do;  but  Paul  and 
Barnabas  got  aD  excited  shoot  H. 
because  they  believed  that  there 
was  a  difference  to  religions,  and 
that  what  their  admirers  were 
about  to  do  was  wicked  and  an 
affront  to  the  true  God.  For  this 
reason  they  exercised  themselves 
to  prevent  these  devil-dehadrd  men 
from  performing  a  sacrifice  to 
those  who  were  no  Gods.

They  actefl  from  mixed  sen 
timents  of  awe,  wonder,  and  super 
stittoo.  These  men  of  Lystra  knew 
no  gods  except  the  half -human  ca¬ 
pricious  gods  whom  they  thought 
dwelt  on  high  Olympus.
